Lieutenant KariPBaarslag, a Naval Reserve Officer^ 
in the Communications Volunteer Section, assigned to the 
Seventh Naval District, called at my office after having 
spoken with Hr. Nichols. 

Lieutenant B^ferslag is the Chairman of the A. F. 
of L. Union for ShipvRadio Operators. He has contacted the 
Bureau previously ajfW. furnished information concerning 
Communists in tnAj&aritime industry, particularly radio 
operators. LieuVenant Baarslag told me- that his purpose in 
calling at the Bureau was to present a problem which he had 
and request that the Bureau assist him if possible. 

He stated that he had recently received orders 
from the Navy that he should report for assignment to duty 
with the Atlantic fleet. Lieutenant Baarslag stated that 
this assignment seemed to him to be a rather illogicalAiove 
on the part of the Navy Department inasmuch as he is/a 
communications officer, has extensive contacts, aloifg both 
the East and West Coasts and is controlling thffi& nion of 
Radio Operators in which there are at present about 800 
men. 

He expressed the opinion that he could be of con¬ 
siderably more assistance to the nation if he were assigned 
to duty here in the United States than he could be on some 
destroyer in the Red Sea or off the coast of Brazil. He 
told me that he has for years been combating Communism in 
the maritime unions and that it was his desire to remain at 
his present post so that he could continue this fight. He 
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said that his Union is 100$? American and that 
standing offer of £ 50.00 for anyone who can fi .

It seems that Lieutenant Baarslag feels that if 
the Bureau were to go to bat for him, he might be transferred 
from the Communications Section to Naval Intelligence. He 
told me that he did not expect the Bureau to make any re¬ 
commendations or any requests of the Navy Department, but 
that if we simply stated the plain truth to someone in the 
Navy that Lieutenant Baarslag had given us information in 
the past and was in a position to furnish information in the 
future concerning possible subversive activities in the 
maritime industry, this was all he expected. 

I told him that I would refer the matter and that 
possibly it might be well for him to speak to someone in the 
Navy about it and that if any inquiries were made of the 
Bureau, we would, of course, report the facts concerning any 
assistance that he had rendered us. Lieutenant Baarslag has 
furnished some information to the Bureau in connection with 
subversive activities on the waterfront and I believe that 
he is in an ideal position to obtain and furnish additional 
information. I believe he would be a valuable informant if 
properly developed; 

Lieutenant Baarslag in his conversation around the 
specific point mentioned above, made a number of statements 
which I think are interestin;. For one thing, he told me 
that the Navy in its present endeavor to secure additional 
personnel is putting "a lot of square pegs in round holes". 

He told me that a personal friend of his who has spent his 
entire life in radio communication work in connection with 
aviation and who has for the past several years been chief 
radio man at a large airport, was taken into the Navy and 
in spite of the fact that the Navy is sorely in need of 
trained and experienced personnel of this type, this man was 
assigned to duty on a cruiser in the Pacific fleet. Baarslag 
stated that this was merely one of a number of instances that 
he knew of where trained, experienced personnel needed in the 
Navy were being taken in and placed in other jobs for which 
they have no experience or training. 
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Lieutenant Baarslag stated that he had been re¬ 
quested by the Federal Communications Commission to gather 
for that Commission information concerning Communist radio 
operators on board ship. He said that he had a card index 
of such persons which he maintained in New York City and that 
he was going to prepare for the F.C.C. a list of Communists 
in the maritime industry. I told him that we would be in¬ 
terested in receiving a copy of this list when he prepared 
it and he stated that it was his intention to furnish us 
with all of the information which he has as he feels that 
it is perhaps the most authoritative collection of this type 
of material in the United States. 


He then mentioned that he was going to the F.C.C. 
to look around and see if he could satisfy himself that there 
was someone there that it was safe for him to deal with. He 
told me that he had information to the effect that there were 
a number of Communists in the F.C.C. and that he did not re¬ 
lish the idea of dealing promiscuously with anyone in that 
organization when he might, in fact, be dealing with "one of 
Stalin's boys". 



He told me that he thought the F.B.I. ought to talk with 
IHfl^hecause, according to Baarslag, this man has a lot of 
information and is reliable.

You will recall that men tioned to 

Mr. Nichols the possibility of our interviewing 
and that arrangements are being made for the Washington Field 
Office to interview him. I think it might be well to get 
around to the matter mentioned above during the interview 


Lieutenant Baarslag, as I have stated above, is 
in my opinion a very fine potential source of information 
concerning subversive activities in the maritime industry. 
He is a fine looking man and is a smooth conversationalist 
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and I can readily understand how he might obtain the various 
types of information which he says he has. He was formerly 
connected with the Radio Telegraphers Association which de¬ 
veloped into the American Communications Association, and this 
organization at the present time is very Communistic. Baarslag 
claims to have left the organization because of the development 
of this Communist connection. 


He also told me that he personally made 




still considered as the directing force in that organization 
along with various other maritime outfits. Baarslag said 


that some years ago he took^mi^ off a ship and made 
him his candidate in an election of officers in the Radio 
Telegraphers Association. He said that the other candidates 
in this election were all Communists and it was his strategy 
to get some seaman with a good personality whose record was 
clear to run against these Communists.

Baarslag, from his conversation at least, gives the 
impression of being intensely interested in combating Com¬ 
munism wherever he can find it. Whether this is just a front, 
I do not know. In any event, he made numerous statements 
to me with respect to his disgust with the manner in which 
the Communist Party has infiltrated into labor unions and 
governmental agencies. This attitude should make it easy 
for us to develop Baarslag as a worthwhile informant in the 
event he is not placed on sea duty by the Navy.

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PROGRESS REPORT TO SENATE INTERNAL SECURITY 

SUBCOMMITTEE FROM SUBCOMMITTEE INVESTIGAT¬ 
ING SUBVERSIVE INFILTRATION IN TIIE TELEGRAPH 

INDUSTRY 

Pursuant to the (lived ion of the subcommittee, we hove held exten¬ 
sive hearings in executive session respecting the American Commu¬ 
nications Association which is presently certified by the Nntional 
Labor Relations Board ns the bargaining agent for about 0,500 persons 
engaged in communications work in the employ of a number of com¬ 
panies engaged in the transmission of messages. These companies, all 
in the New York area, include Western Union, Western Union Cable, 
Radio Corp. of American Communications, and American District 
Telegraph. The complete testimony which accompanies this report 
develops the following points. 

1. The American Communications Association was expelled from 
the Congress of Industrial Organizations in the spring of lt>50 be¬ 
cause ‘‘the policies and activities of the ACA are consistently directed 
toward the achievement of the program and the purposes of the Com¬ 
munist Party rather than the objectives and policies set forth in the 
CIO constitution.” 

2. Witnesses before the subcommittee identified the following offi¬ 
cers of the American Communications Association as Communists or 
former Communists: Joseph P. Selty, international president; Joseph 
F. Kchoe. international . erretarv-treasurer; Dominick Panza. inter¬ 
national vice president; Louis Siebcnberg, international executive 
board member; Charles L. Silbennuu, editor of ACA News and pub¬ 
licity director: Alfred Domna r, secretary-treasurer, local 40; and Mrs. 
Moliie Townsend, recording and corresponding secretary, local 40. 

Each of the foregoing officers testified before the subcommittee in 
response to a subpeiia, but as the testimony shows, all declined to 
ahswor questions with respect to Communist affiliations or activities. 

'3. The testimony reveals that within the various installations in 
which the American Communications Association operates there are 
between 500 and GOO shop stewards, who represent (he association and 
who are under the discipline of the officials of the American Com¬ 
munications Association. 

4. Witness Joseph T. Lcnahan. who is a testing and regulating tech¬ 
nician of the Western Union Telegraph Co., testified that technicians 
who are members of the American Communications Association have 
access to communications which are directed over lines which are 
used exclusively by defense organizations of the United States Gov¬ 
ernment. 

f>. Witness Helen Yewell. a Western Union employee, testified that 
while she was a member of the Communist Party and a member of 
the American Communications Association she had seen in the course 
of her work as an employee of the Western Union Co. messages of 
Government agencies labeled restricted.

G, Several witnesses testified with respect to the potential danger 
to the communications facilities of the United Sates through sabotage 
and through the interception of messages. 

The subcommittee recommends: 

(1) That immediate attention be given to the preparation of legis¬ 
lation designed to preclude certification as a bargaining agent under 
the National Labor Relations Act, of any organization which has been 
found by an appropriate agency of the Government to be Communist 
controlled; and 

(2) That a copy of these proceedings be transmitted to the Attorney 
General for his consideration in conjunction with prosecution for 
perjury in connection with the signing of non-Comnnmist affidavits 
required by the Labor-Management Relations Act of 1947 by those 
officers named as Communists by witnesses before the subcommittee.

TESTIMONY OF KARL BAARSLAG, RESEARCH SPECIALIST,

Mi 4 . Arens. Mr. Baarslag, will you kindly identify yourself by 
occupation and residence? 

Mr. Baarslag. I am research specialist for the national headquar¬ 
ters' of the American Legion. 

I live in Silver Spring, Md. My office is in Washington, D. C., at 
the national headquarters of the American Legion. 

Mr. Arens. How long have you been so employed, Mr. Baarslag? 

Mr. Baarslag. I have been with the American Legion in that same 
capacity for the past 4 years. 

Mr. Arens. What was your employment prior to that time? 

Mr. Baarslag. Prior to that time, I was briefly self-employed in a 
news-letter service for about a year, and prior to that I was a lieu¬ 
tenant commander in the naval intelligence for 5 years. 

Mr. Arens. Where were you educated, Mr. Baarslag? 

Mr. Baarslag. I was born in Grand Rapids, Mich., and attended 
Central High School there until World War I, when I went to sea in 
the merchant marine. 

I have no other formal education beyond that.

Mr. Arens. What was your occupation after you became disasso¬ 
ciated from the merchant marine? 

Mr. Baarslao. I worked in the Brooklyn post office from 1920 to 
1921, and from 1924 to 1939 I went to sea in varying capacities, as a 
seaman, oiler, radio operator, and sometimes as a mate, deck officer. 

Mr. Arens. Then what employment did you have succeeding the 
employment in 1939? 

Mr. Baarslag, From 1939 until the time I was called on active duty 
with the Navy, on June G, 1941, I was self-employed as a writer in 
Florida. 

Mr. Arens. Do you have information respecting the American 
Radio Association, formed in August 1931? 

Sir. Baarslag. Yes. 

Such information as I have is. ns you understand, limited to my 
own I take it that what you want is personal observation and knowl¬ 
edge, and not hearsay. 

Mr. Arens. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Baarslao. From the spring of 1932 to the fall of 1930. as a 
under of that union I was naturally very much interested in it, and 
I was also exceedingly fortunate in being employed during those years 
J'acht tlmfc laid lip every summer for G months in Lon" Island. 
This enabled mo to attend every union meeting of my union during 
the summers of 1933, 1934, and most of 1935. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Baarslag, would yon just, at vour own pace, give 
us a running commentary, on the basis of your background and experi¬ 
ence and information, as to the history and organization of the Ameri¬ 
can Radio Association? 

Mr. Baarslag. The American Radio Association was founded by a 
man presently still in the American merchant marine, by the name of 
James Delaney. 

Delaney was a Navy radio operator, a veteran of World War I. My 
information is that he used $800 of his World War I bonus money, 
plus such contributions ns lie could #ct from a few of the rest of us, 
to found the ARA, the American Radio Association, in his hotel room 
on August 17,1931—the Monterey Hotel in New York City. 

Mr. Arens. Would you just pause there a moment while I ask you 
a few questions about the formation of the American Radio 
ociation? 

/ho all were in the association at the formation of the organization? 

• Gaarslag. I wrote Delaney' a letter, which I have somewhere 
m my files, about 1938 or 1939, to clarify precisely the question: Were 
thcie any Communists present at the very founding meeting in his 
hotel room on the date already given. 

I have that letter, and Delaney, at that time, supplied me with a 
list of names. It was his recollection that in addition to himself 
there were 15 other people present. 

Would yon like to have all of those names, or only those that later 
on came under suspicion? 

Mr. Arens. I would prefer that you put all the names in the record.

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That is 14. The fifteenth man Delaney could not recall his name, 
so there was a fifteenth man present but we don’t know who it was 
historically. 

Mr. Arens. May I inquire as to the membership immediately after 
the formation of the organization? How many members did it have? 

Mr. Baarslao. It grew rather slowly the first year because, you 
understand, there is only one, and in most cases, on passenger ships, 
two operators on a ship. 

I would say that from August 1931, my guess would be that by the 
fall of 1932, when I used to go to the union, that it had gotten to about 
300, or to certainly not over 350 members. 

Mr. Arens. Who was eligible for membership ? 

Mr. Baarslao. Anybody holding a valid commercial radio telegra¬ 
pher’s license, first or second class. 

Mr. Arens. Just what do you mean by a radio telegrapher? 

Mr. Baarslag. A radio telegrapher is a type of license issued by 
the Federal Communications Commission that permits you to operate 
unlimited any radio telegraph apparatus, either ashore or afloat, on 
any sized tonnage. 

You would require, of course, a different type license to operate a 
telephone set in a broadcasting station, or what is known as a radio 
broadcaster. 

Mr. Arens. Am I correct in my impression of your testimony so 
far that the American Radio Association was founded as an associa¬ 
tion of radio operators on board vessels ? 

Mr. Baarslag. Yes. Every one of those men was what we call a 
seagoing operator, commercial operator. I don’t think any of these 
people were employed ashore. 

Yes; one of tliein was. I will take that hack. Sam Christie was 
an official of the Radio Corp. of America. But he had a commercial 
license and did go to sea. They were all seagoing radiomen, if that 
is t)ie point you want to bring out. 

Mr. Arens. Yes; that is the point I want to bring out at the moment. 

Mb. Baarslag. Of the initial group; yes. 

Mf. Arens. Was there a competing organization at that time, or 
was.this the only organization in existence of any consequence 6f 
radid operators on vessels? 

Mr. Baarslao. There was a competing organization, but I would 
prefer that that be gone into a little bit more carefully, because that 
is a recollection of 20 years ago. 

Mervyn Rathborne, incidentally a witness in the Harry Bridges 
trial, and a party member by self-admission, had about the same time 
formed a commercial radiomen’s protective association on the west 
coast, but I didn’t sail on the west coast. I had no contacts out there. 

As to the prior date of which arose first and who had the most 
members, I can’t testify. 

Mr. Arens. When did you join the organization, the American 
Radio Association? 

Mr. Baarslao. I sent Rathborne a $5 contribution, for which I still 
have a receipt, from England, from the Isle of Wight, in August 1931, 
which is just about the time that the ARA was being founded in Ncav 
York, without my knowledge.

By way of background, he pointed out that a year ago he had been approached 
by people in Dallas on the proposition of opening a research office in Dallas which 
would service security offices of local defense plants, the source of information for 
patriotic organizations, etc. Accordingly, a group of Texans, the identity of whom

•independent corporation, and he ha.s signed a contract for one year. 

He is also taking all of his bound volumes of hearings. He will subscribe to 
various Communist and left-wing publications and endeavor to furnish a service to 
subscribers. .

For your information Mr. Karl Baarslag 
has advised a Bureau official that he is proceeding 
to Dallas, Texas, whore he has undertaken an assign¬ 
ment of opening a research office in Dallas, Texas, 
which would service security offices of local defense 
plants, be a source of information for patriotic 
organizations, etc. 

Karl Baarslag was born November 25, 1900, 
in Grand Rapids, Michigan.

He was chairman of the Commercial Telegra¬ 
phers Union, American Federation of Labor. In 194L 
Baarslag was the editor of the "Argus Advisory Service

InfoWsation concerning current rackets, gjp schemes 
and o©afidenoe scandals. In 1951 Ba^rsle^ was the 
'ational representative of the Americanism Committee 
of the American Legion. He has been•vap^cooperative 
with the Bureau furnishing information on Communist 
activities during 1932 - 193&« He has^eeri^Snti-Com- 
munist although there was an unconfirmed^allegation 
that he had been a member of the Party, bufc^no evidence 
could be secured on this. Bear slag,was ^orgerly 
Direotor of Research for the Senate Peraan&Bt Subcom¬ 
mittee on Investigations. Baarslag in connection with 
the Attorney General of the State of Florida made a 
survey of the State of Florida to determine whether 
the state should set up a state investigating committee 
to investigate Communism.

RING LARDNER WRITES A BOOK . The Palla3 Times -Herald 
for Apr*l lOthrin its book section carrietj^ar'three column review of something 
by RING xs^RDNER, Jr. , called "Ther^ETcstas y of Owen Muir. " John H^.Griffin 
wrote the review which is mildly favorable with some reservations over Lardner's 
satirization of big business, sex, politics, and Roman Catholicism. The favor¬ 
able review of a book by RING LARDNER, Jr. without a word as to who he is 
raises an interesting question. "Do newspapermen read newspapers ?" John 
Griffin and the Dallas Times Herald presumably do not know who Ring Lardner, 
Jr. is. So if our better informed readers will pardon us--here we go. 

Lardner was identified as a Communist Party member by no less than 
twelve witnesses under oath including BUDD SCHULBERG, ROBERT ROSSEN, 
RICHARD COLLINS, and MARTIN BERKELEY. He appeared before the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities on October 30, 1947, and refused to deny 
or affirm C. P. membership. Because the Fifth Amendment had not as yet 
been discovered he and nine others took refuge in the 1st Amendment and was 
cited for contempt. RING LARDNER, Jr. , was one of the notorious Hollywood 
Ten who went to prison for contempt of Congress. This only six years ago. 

DO NEWSPAPER MEN READ THEIR OWN PAPERS? 

TEXAS WESTERN COLLEGE PUTS ON ARTHUR MILLER 
PLAY . The Drama Department over at Texas Western College apparently 
doesn't read the papers either. You probably won't beLieve this one but they 
recently put on ARTHUR MILLER'S communist-lintr “Dt^ath of a Salesman . " 
And the El Paso Times coyly gave credit to some unidentified "theys" by say¬ 
ing "many followers of the theater consider (Miller's play) to be the finest 
drama written in the modern era and one which is generedly considered to be 
one of the best plays ever written for the American theater,. ..." Even the 
Daily Worker which doted lovingly on the important social message in the 
"Death of a Salesman* ' was a bit more restrained in its enthusiasm. 

ARTHUR/MILLER'S long front record was published in Red Channels 
way back in June, 1950. This handy reference work on subversives in the 
entertainment field presumably did not reach Texas Western. We suggest that 
some old grad present the Drama Department of Texas Western with a copy of 
Red Channels and spare his alma mater the embarrassment of presenting more 
of Miller's anti-American plays. Miller wrote another play " All My Sons " 
which even the usually broad-minded U. S. Army had to bar from presentation 
in U. S. Army occupied zones in Europe. It is just possible that some of the 
staff of the Drama Department of Texas Western are members of the American 
Legion. We will let them in on a bit of Legion news. In March, 1952, the 
District of Columbia Dept, of the American Legion with Department Commander 
Holliman in uniform picketed Miller's " Death of a Salesman " then showing at 
a Washington, D. C. movie house. 
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Variety , a national circulation magazine in the entertainment field 
gave this Legion picketing page 3 billing. Both wire services, AP and UP, 
gave it national coverage. Counter-attack and other anti-communist publi¬ 
cations spread the word -- but it apparently never reached Texas Western. 

REAR ADMIRAL STANFORD C^ffoQPER, USN,(Ret.) 
The "Father of Naval Radio", Rear Admiral S. C. Hooper passed on in his 
home on Miami Beach last week at the age of seventy. He was a classmate of 
Admiral Nimitz having graduated from Annapolis in 1905. The N. Y, Times 
obituary page listed briefly his distinguished career, honors, and medals. 

It omitted, however, one chief claim to distinction.--Admiral Hooper was the 
first high-ranking American officer to be privately humiliated by a President 
of the United States because he was "too anti-Communis tic. " Franklin D. 
Roosevelt had issued personal orders to banish the distinguished admiral from 
Washington like a common felon for the duration of the war. 


Admiral Hooper had been largely responsible for the passage of Public 
Law #351 which empowered the Secretary of the Navy for the duration of World 
War II to remove subversive radio officers from American merchant ships. 
Congress passed the law unanimously a few days after Pearl Harbor. Some 
fifty or sixty Nazi, Japanese, Italian, and other operators of questionable 
loyalty were quietly removed from our wartime ships without publicity or 
public stigma. The Navy then started to beach about twenty of the worst 
Communists out of a total of over 200 then manning our radiorooms. All 
Hell broke loose. The Communists got to the White House with their squawks 
in a matter of a few days. 

On May 19th, 1942, Secretary of the Navy, Frank Knox, called about 
twenty high-ranking naval officers into his office for a conference. Mr. Knox 
said that he had received verbal orders "from the Commander-in-Chief" (ie. , 

- the President) not only to cease ousting Communist radio operators but to 
restore them to their ships. All Communists who had been released from 
Navy Yards were also to be-re-instated with full back pay. 

I Admiral Hooper, a slightly built man in frail health, was the only 

officer to "hit the deck" with some question as to the soundness of the order. 

He pointed out that our ships carrying troops and munitions were scattered 
over the seven seas which could be directed and controlled only by radio once 
they left land. There were still some 200 radio operators of doubtful ldyalty 
on these ships. What would happen if they took their orders from Moscow 
instead of from the United States ? After all the Navy was merely carrying out 
an act of Congress, the supreme law of the land. 


Knox told him coldly that as long as he continued to be Secretary of 
the Navy he would carry out the President's orders. He likewise would ex¬ 
pect every Navy officer under his command similarly to carry out his orders 
without quibbling or mental reservation. Shortly afterwards Admiral Hooper 
ordered to a piddling little job as material inspector in New York. He 
wa^-also told not to show his face in Washington for the duration of the war. 
He‘'r<ptired a year later for physical disability. 

jQ. The admiral, a real gentleman of the old school, told this writer that 

What really hurt him deeply was that many of his old associates whom he had 
‘knpwn'foa: thirty or forty years carefully avoided him at social functions and on 
thh.strefej. The curse of the White House was on him and some of the blight 
might rub off on their naval careers! 
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Only last year the old admiral in frail health made the rounds of con¬ 
gressional offices and patriotic societies in Washington futilely seeking ways 
and means whereby his good name might be cleared. The whole sordid story 
of Roosevelt's coddling of Communist radio operators and nullification of law 
by executive fiat was finally brought into the open by the Jenner Committee 
last year. See Interlocking Subversion, Part 18, by the Senate Sub-Committee 
on Internal Security. 


TEXAS PATRIOTIC GROUPS might do well to commend and 
honor Judge R. E. Th omason of El Paso who demonstrated that he understood 
Communism as well as law when he sentenced switch-around witness HARVEY 
''j' s MA.TUSOW to three years in the pokey. Judge Thomason alsiVrnade legal 
history when he simply barred Communist lawyer NATHAN^WITT from even 
practicing in his court. WITT has been identified under oath by several wit¬ 
nesses as having been implicated in Soviet espionage. Experts on Communism 
are agreed that one of the secrets of Communist success in this country has 
been masterly exploitation of the law and our cotfrts in protecting and advancing 
their criminal conspiracy. Communist lawyers are highly trained specialists 
in finding loopholes and flaws in our legal system. Many are brilliant 
Constitutional authorities. 


Very, very few of our lawyers and judges seem even dimly to under¬ 
stand the nature of Communism and how Communists work and succeed. The 
Supreme Court decision in the Schneiderman case being a particularly hor¬ 
rible example of incredible judicial naivete and ignorance. What this country 
needs is not a good five cent cigar but about five or six more Judge Thomasons 
on the U. S. Supreme Court. 


STUDENT AND FARMER EXCHANGE PROGRAM . We 
may not know just how to get alien commies out but our State Department is 
all for getting more in. Even if they can only come as "visitors" or "students". 
The Attorney General announced on March 10th that eleven editors of "student 
and youth publications" in Russia will be granted temporary visitors visas. 
Please don't laugh but some of the Soviet "students" are 39 years old. State 
Department made the request although their admission is a violation of the 
Walter-McCarran Act. 

The'YNSTITUTE OF INTERNATIONAL EDUCATION in New York will 
make all arrangements. This organization has never been officially cited or 
even investigated but is well worth the scrutiny of some Congressional com¬ 
mittee. It was founded in the early twenties by StepheflTDuggan, father of 
LAWRENC-EDUGGAN. The younger DUGGAN jumped, fell, or was pushed to 
his death fronha New York office building shortly after being questioned by the 
F. B. I. in connection with Soviet espionage. EDWARS<*MURROW started his 
career with the INSTITUTE OF INTERNATIONAL EDUCATION and reputedly 
was a close friend of the younger Duggan. MURROW was an assistant director;, 
of the INSTITUTE OF INTERNATIONAL EDUCATION when that organization 
sponsored the First Russian Seminar or Moscow Summer School for American 
Students in 1933. 

Egghead editorial writers and the whole pseudo-liberal axis are al¬ 
ready ridiculing the fact that some Americans question the desirability of 
admitting 39 year old "students" from Russia to this country in violation of 
the law. There is ample testimony by Kravchenko, Bogolepov, Gouzenko, 
and other former Soviet officials who defected to the West that no Russian is 
permitted abroad unless he is either a seasoned and trained operative of the

picks up abroad ii ui intelligence. Eleven S„.iet college boys probably 

won't be able to pick up much in the way of espionage because as one Soviet 
spy told Elizabeth Bentley, "There can't be very much left worth stealing over 
in the Pentagon, is there?" You can bet your bottom dollar that none of Moscow's 
39 year old "students and editors" will defect to freedom. And when they get 
back to Moscow you will have the doubtful pleasure of listening to them abusing 
1 Americans as "imperialist warmongers and atomaniacs". 


Texas will be spared the dubious honor of entertaining them but a 
representative of the INSTITUTE OF INTERNATIONAL. EDUCATION is already 
busy out in New Mexico lining up a nice stay for our Soviet guests. They will 
also visit Columbia University, and colleges at Tuskegee, San Francisco, Denver, 
Chicago, Detroit, Ann Arbor, and Washington, D. C. 

^^ RJJND FOR THE REPUBLIC. Inc. Dallas and other news¬ 
papers recently carried notices-m "Letters from Readers" sections signed by 
RALPH LORfnfcQY and PAUL AL^SARTER, both of New York. They asked 
persons with information on Communist infiltration in the churches to forward 
such material to them. They also asked for "Examples of false and irrespon¬ 
sible charges on Communist influence on religion in America." This cute little 
phrase served to let the cat out of the bag. Note carefully that they did not ask 
for information on subversive activity among clergymen but for "examples of 
false and irresponsible charges ...", etc. Who are ROY and CARTER? 


RALPH LORD ROY is reputedly an ordained Methodist minister. He 
graduated from Columbia and from Union Theological Seminary where the 
Rev. Dr. HARRY If^j'yWARD reigned for years. According to Elizabeth Bentley 
a Communist cell ejasted in Union Theological Seminary under the wing of Dr. 
WARD. Roy is also the author of a latter day " Under Cover " book entitled 
~* t4postles of Discord " which purports to expose the "Protestant underground". 
His partner CARTER teaches .art Columbia. Neither of them has ever been re¬ 
ported as knowing anything about Communism or being anti-Communists. This 
presumably qualified them as FUND FOR THE REPUBLIC researchers on 
Communist influence in religion! 


Last January the F. F. R. announced that it was allocating $250,000 
for a "factual study of the influence of Communism, past and present, on all 
aspects of American life." Certainly a most commendable and imperative 
project -- IF. Unfortunately there is always an "if". In this case, IF those 
heading the project know anything about the subject they are to research. Of 
the eleven individuals listed in the press report as being associated with this 
$250,000 study, only one^DANIEL BELL, labor editor of Fortune could make 
any serious claim to knowing something about Communism. Bell is a former 
Socialist once connected with the New Leader. All the other project workers, 
as might have been expected, are college profs and academicians. Not one is 
even a beginner apprentice on Communism. 


The FUND FOR THE REPUBLIC was set up a few years ago with 
$15,000, 000/-- that's right-fifteen million dollars -- from the Ford Foundation. 
ROBERT ^sliJUTCHINS, defender o&academic freedom for Communist teachers 
and about whom“Tto.more need j?£ the President of the Fund for the Republic. 

Its avowed purpose is to "prlm^ote n^3(>m of thought, inquiry, and expression, 
and combating religious and rac^a^id^scrrrViMj^tion. "

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AMERICAN FRIENDS SERVICE COMMITTEE 


Several of our subscribers seem to feel that our brief summary report 
in the last issue on the American Friends Service Committee could be con¬ 
strued as a "whitewash" or "clearance" of that organization. No private or¬ 
ganization or individual in this country enjoys any powers or right to "clear" 
any organization or individual of Communist front affiliations or activities. 

This editor most certainly does not have or claim to have any such power. 

A subversive record either by an individual or an organization will have to 
be cleared up by the individual or organization themselves to the satisfaction 
of a majority of the American people. 

We do, however, plead guilty to filing an incomplete report on A.F.S.C. 
Our first report on this organization was merely in reply to a query as to whether 
the A.F.S.C. had ever been cited as subversive or a Communist front by any 
competent state or Congressional investigating committee. It has not. We should 
have included the following from House Report No. 2681, "Tax Exempt Founda¬ 
tions Report", 1954, page 186: 

"Now let us briefly examine the record of the American Friends 
Service Committee to which the officers of the Ford Foundation at¬ 
tributed such 'capacity to deal effectively' with vital problems that 
the Foundation granted that organization a total of $1, 134, 000 of the 
public's money." _ . 

"The Friends Service Committee supported the pacifist Frazier 
Bill which would have prevented us from waging war; the Griffen Bill 
which would have prevented us from granting citizenship to those 
aliens who refused to take oath to defend the United States. It spon¬ 
sored the WORLD YOUTH Congress which has been cited as a Com¬ 
munist front. It sent a delegate to the World Youth Festival, held in 
Prague in 1947, a pro-Soviet and Communist-sponsored affair." 

"In June, 1948, it circulated Congress with a statement expressing 
its unalterable opposition to conscription for military service. This 
statement was signed by its Chairman HENRY J. CADBURY, and its 
Executive Secretary CLARENCE E. PICKETT.

•i The Daily Worker concludes its long review by saying that the play is "truly fine 
drama. It has something important to say about academic freedom and the 
McCarthyism of our times. It is wonderful entertainment." Which raises an 
important question -- "Who put up the $80, 000 for this play which the Communists 
call 'the best American drama of this year' ? In her testimony in court Miss Jones 
said that $20,000 to $25,000 was raised right here in Dallas.

THE MRS. MANUEL MILLER CASE. If a Communist or sup¬ 
porter of the criminal conspiracy of Communism in this country loses his govern¬ 
ment job or gets forced off a radio or TV program, a tremendous hullabaloo is 
started in New York which is instantly picked up and re-broadcast by a well-oiled 
and slick-working publicity apparatus all over the country. The New York Times, 
Denver Post, American Civil Liberties Union, and dozens of newspapers, com¬ 
mentators, and leftish organizations spring into action apparently without orders 
or even co-ordination. What happens when an anti-Communist gets the business ? 

A forty-four year old Bethel, Vermont, woman has been brutally seized 
on a Federal Court order after a tear gas siege of her home, torn from her 
minor children, and transported to an insane asylum in Washington, D.C. 

Mrs. Manuel Miller, a militant anti-Communist, was arrested and then com¬ 
mitted to St. Elizabeth's Hospital on the highly questionable grounds that she 
was not mentally competent to stand trial. She appears to have questioned the 
Constitutionality of the peace-time Selective Service Act. Westbrook Pegler, 
William Loeb, the Vermont publisher, the Tulsa Tribune, and Indianapolis Star 
have already broken this rather curious committment case. Pegler claims that 
Mrs. Miller, a housewife j was the first to expose the fact that OWEN Lattimore 
and a whole nest of his ilk were settling in that part of Vermont. The Federal 
Judge who committed this woman to an insane asylum 500 miles from her home 
and family is one ERNEST GIBSON. We happen to have some grave doubts about 
the judgement of this Federal Judge. 

When ALGER HISS asked for a change of venue from New York City to 
Vermont it was generally rumored that the then Governor ERNEST GIBSON, a 
Republican, would be appointed to a federal judgeship vacancy by Democrat 
President Truman. Hiss did not get his change of venue. But Gov. GIBSON did 
go to the defense of a certain MARSHALL DIMOCK whom the National Ameri¬ 
canism Commission of the Legion had included in a list of speakers and others 
"inappropriate and unsuitable for Legion sponsorship. " Gibson was a Legion¬ 
naire and threatened to blast the National Americanism Commission for its im¬ 
plied slur on his friend DIMOCK. He came to the National Convention at 
Philadelphia but never opened his mouth. Some one presumably had told him 
that Military Intelligence and the Office of Naval Intelligence had plenty of infor¬ 
mation on his friend MARSHALL DIMOCK. 

There is something very, very fishy about this committment case by 
Judge Gibson. A young Dallasite has just returned from Washington where he 
paid Mrs. Miller a two hour visit. While he is not a psychiatrist he felt certain 
that Mrs. Miller is perfectly rational and sane. So do her neighbors and others 
who know her. Senate Judiciary Committee should look into this case and partic¬ 
ularly into the background of Federal Judge ERNEST GIBSON and his connections 
with one MARSHALL DIMOCK.

BUSINESS WEEK EDITORIALIZES ON SOVIE 
Business Week is one of America's most influential and widely read magazipfes for 
businessmen. Its business and economic coverage is tops. However, a leading 
editorial in the May 28th issue leaves the anti-Communist expert wondering whether 
they have anyone on their staff who has even a beginner's elementary knowledge of 
world Communism and how it operates. The editorial entitled: "Why Russia Has To 
Bargain" should be clipped and saved for a year or two.

The AMERICAN FEDERATION OF TELEVISION AND RADIO ARTISTS 
(AFL) is composed of the top radio and TV entertainers that you see on TV or listen 
to on the radio. According to testimony before the Senate Internal Security Sub-

This means that nearly a thousand top, highly paid 
radio and TV artists whose jobs are made possible by your purchase of the products 
of their sponsors voted to condemn a group of.loyal Americans trying to clean up 
the radio and TV industry. In other words, the Americans were outnumbered two 
to one by "yellow-travellers", too craven and yellow to do anything about Communists.

The Daily Worker and its various echoes in other journals are quite happy 
over President Eisenhower's suggestion that the exchange of farmers, weight-lifters, 
chess-players, and others between the United States and the U.S.S. R. be increased. 
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Just what the Communists have been urging for the past thirty years. A recent 
visit by the editor of this Report to the Communist Workers Bookshop in New 
York showed no discernible change in the type of literature displayed and sold. 

He has been a regular visitor to this bookshop for the past 23 years. Despite 
convictions and various restrictive laws, the Communists continue to publish 
and sell every single revolutionary item (and a lot of new ones) that they have 
put out for years. All Soviet published literature stopped in the mails by the 
U. S. Customs to subscribers can be bought even today at this bookshop of 
sedition. 

The Daily Worker also gurgled with joy over the news that Khrushchev 
and Bulganin are visiting Great Britain next year. As America usually follows - 
the lead of the British Foreign Office on such matters, the Communists know 
that it means a visit to the United States later by the two top heirs of "good old 
Uncle Joe". Are the Communists down-hearted? Not at all! Everything is 
going swimmingly for them. The Communist-dominated UE NEWS exulted that 
"the tide of public opinion in our country has turned against McCarthyism". 
("McCarthyism" being the dirty word for any form of anti-Communism. ) 

AFTERMATH TO GENEVA . In finally deciding to bow to Com¬ 
munist-inspired and left-liberal pressure for a "Big Four Conference" the 
Administration apparently overlooked one serious complication. By hob-nobbing 
as social and moral equals with the Soviet big brass at Geneva, the Administra¬ 
tion by inference has also put the seal of official approval at the very highest 
level on every last American Communist and subversive. The Subversive Activi¬ 
ties Control Board in 1953 in its Findings of Fact found that 

"From its inception in 1919 it (The Communist Party, USA) has been 
a subsidiary and puppet of the Soviet Union. Since the late 1930's 
when it was faced with adverse legislation, the Respondent (C. P. , USA) 
has become increasingly diligent and resourceful in its efforts to appear 
as a domestic political party while continuing its subservience to the 

Soviet Union.Upon the overwhelming weight of the evidence in 

this proceeding, we find the Respondent (C. P. , USA) is substantially 
directed, dominated, and controlled by the Soviet Union, which controls 
the world Communist movement referred to in Section 2 of the Act; 
and that the Respondent operates primarily to advance the objectives 
of such world Communist movement. " 

The Smith Act, the Internal Security Act of 1950, and every other law of 
the land under which Communists have been convicted and sent to jail or denied 
certain other rights and privileges of citizenship are based squarely upon the de 
jure fact that American Communists ipso facto are stooges and loyal servants 
of the U.S.S. R. and world Communist movement. It will be ridiculous from 
now on to go into court and try to prove that American Communists are dangerous 
subversives bent upon the destruction of our government and way of life, when we 
no longer designate and regard their bosses in Moscow as evil men. It is both 
absurd and stultifying to deny Communists passports, armed forces commissions, 
or access to defense plants on the grounds that they are dangerous to the security 
of this country when our top leadership exchanges champagne toasts and friendly 
pats on the back with the very Soviet bosses from whom these American Com¬ 
munists get their orders. In law as in common sense you cannot say that a 
servant is evil for carrying out the orders of a master whom you hold blameless 
of any evil. 
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We have here a very simple proposition that any man in the street can 
readily understand. If the Soviet leaders are no longer sinister evil men bent 
upon world domination and the destruction of the United States, then their lowly 
followers and sympathizers in this country can present no real danger. If the 
thirty-eight year old policy and objectives of the Soviet regime in Russia to 
spread Communism all over the world now suddenly has been scrapped, revised, 
or quietly dropped, WHY HAVE THEY NOT OPENLY SAID SO AT GENEVA? If 
the Lenin-Stalin objectives of world revolution no longer guide the Kremlin, why 
do not Bulganin and Khrushchev simply say so and thus lay aside all world worry 
and tension. And then follow up such a declaration of revocation of world Com¬ 
munist objectives by ordering die disbandment of the world-wide Communist 
movement. 

The simple facts that any American schoolboy should be able to under¬ 
stand was that Eisenhower, Dulles, and the other Western leaders met with 
thieves and murderers at Geneva. When you sit down with thieves, robbers, 
and mass murderers the agenda is already drawn up for both sides. There is 
nothing for honorable men to argue or compromise about. Restitution of all 
stolen property, adequate compensation for all lives wantonly destroyed, freedom 
for all peoples enslaved, a sincere expression of contrition, punishment for the 
chief criminals, and a firm iron-clad stipulation against further evil-doing. 
Discussing anything else is merely to condone evil and immorality and to com¬ 
pound with interest all the death and evil that Communism has unloosed on this 
unhappy world since 1917. 

Nazism, Fascism, and Japanese imperialism had to be totally destroyed 
as menaces to the free world. Their leaders were not even permitted to nego¬ 
tiate a surrender. Communism is not to be destroyed. .. somehow we must learn 
to accommodate ourselves to it by "co-existence". Are we asked to believe that 
it is a lesser evil? If it is as equally obnoxious and abhorrent to free men as the 
other forms of totalitarianism, then why the yellow-livered appeasement of this 
monstrous evil? What has happened to our national leadership that it can no 
longer produce men of integrity who understand moral law?. . . or leaders of 
sufficient intelligence to understand the nature of Communism by spending a 
few hours in serious study of the subject? 

Political Affairs , 
formerly The Communist , is the main media through which the American branch 
of the world Communist conspiracy passes Moscow's orders and directives to 
the party faithful in this country. The Daily Worker handles some news includ¬ 
ing even sports and it is used to convey the simpler parts of the "line” to the 
lower echelons of the C. P. , USA. Political Affairs is studiously followed by all 
the top party elite and secret sympathizers and supporters.

"Belfrage was deported under the Walter-McCarran Immigration 
Act for his refusal to answer questions relating to his political be 
liefs and professional activities during a Senate Committee inquir 
headed by Senator McCarthy (R. , Wise. )" 

Belfrage, a British-born alien Communist, illegally in this countr 
peared before the Senate Sub-Committee on Investigations on May 14, 1953. He 
was questioned on the following "political beliefs" not by Senator McCarthy, who 
was not even in the room, but by Senator Symington. 

"But the question is very simple. The question is first, are you a 
member of the Communist Party? Secondly, do you believe in the 
overthrow of the United States Government? And third, if you will 
not answer either of those questions: whether or not you think you 
have the right to take the advantages of living in America as an alien 
resident?" 
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Chairman Symington, repeat not McCarthy, then stated: "I think we ought to look 
into the question of how this man got into the United States, and what the questions 
were that he answered when he got in, and how 1 s answered them." Belfrage also 
took the 5th Amendment-when asked whether he nad ever engaged in espionage 
against the U. S. The AP dispatch either forgot to mention this or considered it 
part of the alien Communist's "political beliefs and professional activities." 

It should be easy for the Chicago Tribune and the Associated Press to trace 
the originator of this dispatch. He left two bad clues. The proper name of the 
immigration act in the McCarran-Walter Act. The Communist press began chang¬ 
ing it last March after Senator McCarran's death to "Walter-McCarran Act" in 
order to focus left-liberal hatred and attention on Walter's name. The second clue 
is a dead giveaway to the unknown AP newsman's source of inspiration and termi¬ 
nology. Let us see how the Daily Worker for August 16 handled this item the day 
before the AP filing line: 

"Belfrage 1 s deportation was demanded in May, 1953, by Senator 
Joseph R. McCarthy when Belfrage refused to answer questions re¬ 
lating to his personal beliefs and professional activities during a 
McCarthy inquiry into the SHAEF press project in occupied Germany. " 

Our AP crypto-Communist fell into a trap when he literally lifted from the 
Daily Worker without checking the record, the charge that Senator McCarthy was 
chairman at the time Belfrage ducked all questions with the Fifth Amendment. 

The Communist daily is usually very careful, it had undoubtedly read the official 
report and knew that Senator Symington was in the chair and had questioned Belfrage 
and suggested his deportation. But it wanted to hang the onus for this limartyr of 
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the press" case on McCarthy and not on Symington. So it simply perverted the 
record not dreaming that by so doing it was trapping and exposing one of its many 
stooges and secret sympathizers. 

This very interesting case of presumably bona fide AP dispatch being noth¬ 
ing more than a straight lift from the Daily Worker is really not so surprising 
after all. Communist infiltration of the American press has never been gone into 
even casually by any Congressional investigating committee, until recently. The 
Fifth Estate has always enjoyed a sort of trans-Yalu sanctuary because of the arti¬ 
ficially-created smokescreen that an inquiry into how many crypto-Communists 
were safely holed up in the press of the country would immediately be distorted 
into an "attack on the free press and a violation of the 1st Amendment. " 

Back in 1947 the AMERICAN NEWSPAPER GUILD held a very revealing 
election. JOHN McMANUS, a party-liner, and JOHN F. RYAN, an admitted 
Communist, ran for the two top offices in the newspaper union started by HEYWOOD 
BROUN. They were opposed and narrowly defeated by two avowed anti-Communists. 
The election was a straight Communist versus anti-Communist issue. The Daily 
Worker . Morning Freiheit , Salute, and In Fact cast 100% solid votes for the Com¬ 
munists. The New York Journal , World-Telegram , Daily News , He raid-Tribune 
and a few others cast substantial anti-Communist majorities. The Senate Internal 
Security Sub-Committee presently probing press infiltration by the Reds might 
profitably study the A. N. G. election returns from the New York Times , Asso¬ 
ciated Press , Mirror , Look, Newsweek , PM and Time , which cast heavy majori¬ 
ties for the two Communist-favored candidates. Several thousand editorial workers 
on these and other important periodicals published in New York, placed themselves 
on record as pro-Communist as far back as 1947. 

ARE WE A NATION OF SUCKERS ? Sophisticated Europeans are 
inclined to regard Americans as political children -- naive and gullible beyond 
words as far as the hard realities of world politics are concerned. With the de¬ 
parture of the Soviet "farm mission" for Canada and the U. S. S. R. and the return 
of our own farmers from the land of the Soviets, a few comments on this useless 
and indecent experiment seem in order. In the first place, it was not an even ex¬ 
change. Had it been the Soviets would not have been interested. The Americans 
who went to study agriculture in Russia were all bona fide farmers. None were 
trained anti-Communist observers or intelligence experts. Had they been, they 
would never have received visas from the Soviet Secret police. They were wined 
and dined to a point of protest. They were typical Americans and as good fellows 
and guests in a foreign land presumably did not ask any awkward questions about 
slave labor camps, the Secret Police and how it works, and all the other trappings 
of the Communist apparatus for terror and suppression. When they returned they 
admitted they had seen nothing and learned nothing of any value to American agri¬ 
culture, but that the smoked sturgeon, champagne, and caviar were superlative. 

What of the Russkies who toured Iowa? According to the AMERICAN 
FRIENDS OF RUSSIAN FREEDOM, INC: "They were not farmers -- or peasants, 
to use the Soviet term -- but government officials of high rank, travelling under 
the vigilant control of the MVD (secret police) agents within the delegation. They 
represent the regime deeply hated by nearly all Russian peasants and the Red 
agricultural system against which the peasants have fought with heroic desperation. 
The men we are entertaining are the jailors and slavemasters over the farmers in 
whose name they have the effrontery to speak. " 


The open-hearted and friendly hospitality lavished on these Soviet scoundrels 



by the naive and trusting farmers of Iowa was naturally photographed and rushed 
back to Moscow for propaganda purposes. The Communist oppressors of Russia 
showed these pictures all over Soviet Russia as an expression of high esteem by 
American farmers and common people for the Soviet state. The embittered and 
enslaved Soviet people naturally were stunned and shocked that their torturers 
and slavemasters were received in America with open arms. 

Had the truth been known several of these smirking and pseudo-genial 
"Soviet farmers" were probably the same bureaucrats who helped "liquidate the 
kulaks as a class" in the Ukraine in the early '30's when an estimated five to six 
million Russian small farmers and their families were starved to death by the 
greatest man-made famine in all history in order to break their will and acquire 
their land for mass collectivization. In other words, the poor farmers of Iowa 
probably entertained in their homes as honored guests blood-soaked mass mur¬ 
derers. 


Barmine, Kravchenko, Bogolepov, and a number of other defectors from 
the Soviets have all sworn under oath that every Soviet mission sent to this country 
is either entirely manned with spies or heavily infested with intelligence officers 
posing as "technicians," "engineers," "purchasing agents" and other similar 
covers.

ARR, ALFRED HT'KEL.L.Y, and T. VT'SMITH. None would seriously make any 
pretense to being an anti-Communist expert and none has any known record of ex¬ 
posing and combatting subversion.

^analogous to Jesus Christ. Those Americans who are loyal to their government by 
infiltrating the Communist conspiracy and "betraying" its secrets to their own gov¬ 
ernment are "amalgamated" in the very best Communist style with Judas. This 
truly fascinating exercise in contorted logic can hardly be original with the erudite 
ALAN WESTIN and is presumably a jewel of purest reasoning that he carried away 
from his alma mater and some sly dialetical prof.

Jjreports and hearings on Communism, and this reference is only to the reports on 
1 Interlocking Subversion by the Senate Internal Security Sub-Committee. The fact 
that there is a great mass of documented government material available on sub¬ 
version is simply ignored as irrelevant and presumably outside of the area of dis¬ 
cussion. Yea, verily, the pseudo-liberal mind with its constant wails for "academic 
freedom" and the right to hear unpopular views is a most fearful and wondrous 
mechanism to behold. . 


WHAT ABOUT THE LEAGUE OF WOMEN VOTERS ? The 
FREEDOM AGENDA is jointly sponsored in Dallas by the Junior Bar Association 
and the LEAGUE of WOMEN VOTERS. The National Republic for August, 1954, 
ran a definitive article by Dr. Felix Wittmer on this interesting organization. It 
was very appropriately entitled "How Far To The Left Is the League of Women 
Voters?" The Wittmer study left very little doubt that the LEAGUE for WOMEN 
VOTERS generally sails under a left rudder. More important, however, is the 
fact that while some left-liberal organizations will sometimes take an anti-Soviet 
or anti-Communist position, no one would seriously make that claim for the League. 


The LEAGUE of WOMEN VOTERS was organized in 1919 by the Militant 
suffragette Carrie Chapman Catt, a pacifist and internationalist. She remained its 
president until her death in 1-947 and largely determined its course and orientation. 
Dr. Wittmer's article cites her rather extensive Communist front record. The 
Wittmer article should also be consulted for the record of this organization's con¬ 
sistent affinity for decidedly left causes and enterprises. It is to be regretted 
that the National Republic article is not available in reprints. The LEAGUE of 
WOMEN VOTERS most positively would not be found in any national coalition of 
patriotic societies.

THE 1 9 54 ATLANTA CONVENTION. The Amer ican Humane 
Association held its co nven tion last year in Atlanta in G)ctober^ Those who attended 
reported an amazing and highly disturbing development. For the first time in its 
history a^meeting was stalled and dragged out until nearly 6 A. M. For the first 
time y qrrA. H, A. h istory a highly respected Director and a Federal Judge was lustily 
booed and heckled. There was an obvious centrally controlled and directed floor 
faction operating like a well-oiled piece of machinery. As one delegate later ex- 
pressed it: "We were like a flock of bewildered sheep suddenly cut to pieces by^^^ 
pack of wolves". v/ 
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A whole buslaod of strange, new members arrived from New York and 
New Jersey. They were solidly for "reform'' and against the administration. 
There was also a surprising influx of totally new and unknown members from 
Atlanta and nearby. 

There were all the old and familiar parliamentary tricks of confusion 
so dear to the heart of a Communist fraction. Amendments to amendments to 
amendments until people finally forgot the original motion or voted for something 
they were actually against. Endless and confusing "points of order"or "personal 
privilege". (Many of the A. H. A. older members were elderly ladies of genteel 
background who were hardly trained or experienced id this sort of dirty "in¬ 
fighting" so familiar to trades unionists plagued with secret Communist fractions. 

MR. FRED MYERS RESURFACES . ThV Atlanta convention 
was the culmination of a long smoldering situation that fyadjStarted back in 1951^^ 
when the American Humane Association had hired one F&EjjpMTE|lS. It is a J 
great pity that so few organizations and so few American bdsiness'mqnunderstand 
ior care so little about subversion that they do not even subscribe to or read anti- 
ICommunist newsletters and other sources of information. The small sum of $24 
for a subscription to Counterattack would certainly have saved th^ American 
Humane Association a lot of headaches and grief. Counterattack, one of our 
oldest newsletters on subversion,'as far back as July 23, 1948 had published an 
item that a Mr. FRED MYERS had just been hired by the New Y ork Central Rail¬ 
road to head its public relations office in Cleveland. It also charged that Mr. 
MYERS had been connected with several Communist fronts as a paid officer and 
that he had been fired from the editorship of the AMERICAN NEWSPAPER GUILD 
REPORTER on the grounds that his editorials too closely followed the Communist 
Party line. 


Counterattack also quoted from the N. Y. World Telegram of July 19, 

1948, which called MYERS a "fellow traveller". The World-Telegram alleged 
that MYERS had been E^eucutiy^Direc tor of the AMERICAN-RUSSIAN INSTITUTE, 
later cited as subversive and Communist by the Attorney General of the United 
States. The Soviets had conferred the Order of the Red Banner on Mr. MYERS. 

The N. Y. Central promptly rid itself of Mr. MYERS. There is no record that 
he ever brought suit against either publication. 

MgZJ MYERS next turns,up in the American Humane Association. A paid 
officrra^of A. H. A. , one LARR^J^CnDREWS apparently had recommended Mr. 
MYE§t€>. A§bREWS, needless to add, later turned up as a leader of the "reform" 
facti<5^ HeH»s alleged to be an ardent "share-the-wealth" proponent in that he 
advocated taking money from the richer humane societies and giving it to the poorer 
and sYnaller'Tocal organizations. Indeed one of the pet projects promised by the 
"reform" blac was that they would spend the accumulated four million dollars in the 
treasury of ?F?e American Humane Association on a vastly stepped up anti-cruelty 
program. CtEoe of the "share-the-wealth" proponents even brazenly boasted "We 
are going to spend the four million dollars which it took the Old Guard seventy- 
five years to accumulate and when it is all gone they can go out and raise another 
four million". 
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I VAL AND DUAL ORGANIZATION SET UP . Af te r 
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members over to their side but they also apparently took with thernthe mernber- 
jship lists. They immediately setup a new rival organization, ttya^WATIQNAL 
[HU MANE SOCIETY. As the American Humane Association's officia l journal was 
called thj» <fiATIONAL HUMANE REVIEW , the obvious intent was to trade on the 
already established good name and prestige of the older organization. 

Badly alarmed by the sudden invasion of new members with $5 cards at 
the Atlanta convention the Board of Directors of the A. H. A. tried to tighten up 
its by-laws and called for a special emergency meeting at Seattle. They reckoned 
without the highly developed talent for legal monkeyshines for which lefties are 
noted. The Myers-Andrews faction quickly secured an injunction in Washington, 

D. C. from a Federal judge. The attorney of the newly founded NATIONAL HUMANE 
SOCIETY turns out to be no less than the redoubtable ABJStT^QRTAS himself! 
FORTAS was a memb er of the National Committee of the INTERNATIONAL JU¬ 
RIDICAL ASSOCIATION, cited as subversive and Communist by the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities as well as the NATIONAL LAWYERS GUILD, likewise 
cited. Fortas has appeared as counsel for a number of Fifth Amendment Com¬ 
munists as well as others identified in sworn testimony as C. P. members. 

The next American Humane Association convention will be held in Grand 
Rapids, Michigan, October 31 --November 2nd. Control of one of America’s 
oldest humane organizations will be bitterly contested by both sides. As far as 
most of the uninformed delegates are concerned it will be a simple issue of con¬ 
tinuing present policies and direction of the incumbent administration and Board 
of Directors or voting in a new slate dedicated, at least so they say, to "revitaliz¬ 
ing" and accelerating all aspects of humane work. It will be rather difficult for 
those few who really know just what is going on to convince a majority of the dele¬ 
gates already in the "reform" camp that they are being bamboozled by certain 
individuals with ulterior motives which have nothing whatever to do, even remotely, 
with the advancement of true humane objectives in this country. 

COMMUNIST DUPERY HARD TO EXPOSE . Well-meaning 
and honestly intentioned Americans are extremely loath to suspect or impugn the 
motives or integrity of others who appear to be just as honestly motivated and loyal 
Americans as they are themselves. It is precisely this open-hearted and admirable 
American trust and faith in the innate goodness of others that has provided the wide 
open breach in our psychological defenses through which a vast and motley array 
of Communists and other subversionist enemies of America have been able to pour 
right into the very heart of the Republic. Communists, like the true confidence 
men that they are, bank very heavily on that human failing that the average person 
hates to admit he was flim-flammed. The long and appalling story of Communist 
fronts and dupery in this country is studded with the names of hundreds of thousands 
of good people whose pride prevented them from admitting they had been taken in 
by slick Communists after they learned the truth. They preferred to brazen it * 
out, deny that they were suckers, and stick with their Communist seducers. 

' It will therefore take intelligence, rare courage, and bulldog determination 
on the part of informed and alert members of the American Humane Association at 
Grand Rapids to out-maneuver and repel the "reform" bloc by convincing a 
majority of the convention delegates just what the real issues are and what is at 
stake. 

AMERICAN LEGION ROARS DISLIKE O F^fllKE.S.C O . was the 
Miami Herald's banner headlines last Wednesday when the Legion's convention 
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by a thunderous voice vote accepted a joint committee report condemning UNESCO. 
Our 15th Report set forth briefly the history of the controversial Murphy Committee 
report on UNESCO which the controlled press and radio commentators tried so 
hard to twist into a stultifying Legion reversal of its original, thrice-repeated, 
condemnation of UNESCO and all of its works. Here is the inside story of just 
what happened at Miami last week. The editor of ANR Report was a member of the 
special joint committee set up to handle the Murphy report as well as twelve reso¬ 
lutions from various states on UNESCO--all unfavorable. 

At the suggestion of the National Commander, Seaborn Collins, the con¬ 
vention's Americanism and Foreign Relations Committees met in a joint session 
to deal with the thorny UNESCO issue. Every state and territory of the United 
States had two delegates, one from each committee, on the joint committee. The 
joint committee of one hundred and sixteen delegates in turn set up a special ten 
man sub-committee to study the Murphy Committee Report and the twelve anti- 
Unesco resolutions. After hearing both sides for three hours, the special sub¬ 
committee retired for a two day closed session to draft a report which the full joint 
committee could accept, reject, or revise and re-write by majority vote. 

The proponents of UNESCO consisted of Chairman Ray Murphy of the 
Special Committee on the Covenant of Human Rights and United Nations; Past De¬ 
partment Commander of New York, Jacob ARK; and a former Lieut. Governor of 
Ohio PAUL HERBERT. ARK and HERBERT were both members of Murphy's six 
man special committee. It was highly significant that Ray Murphy, himself a 
Past National Commander, could not muster a single one of the twenty-five, living 
Past National Commanders to come to his aid. Nor did any other Legion V. I. P. s 
or brass come to his rescue. Two minor State Department officials representing 
the Department of the District of Columbia and obviously new to Legion affairs 
spoke briefly in reply to technical questions. The State Department pro-Unesco 
interests were amply represented by BEN BROWN, DAVE APTER, and TONY 
MERRILL. 

The UNESCO opponents had a slate of nine speakers and were able to put 
on only six due to time limitations. Dean Manion of Indiana left a statement to be 
read when the meetings ran beyond his time in Miami. Past National Commander 
Alvin Owsley of Dallas, General Sumpter Lowrie of Florida, Past National Chaplain 
Father Duffy, Edgar Bundy of Illinois, and Karl Baarslag from Maryland presented 
the anti-UNESCO position. Their task was relatively simple as they were merely 
asking for re-affirmation of the Legion's already established policy against UNESCO. 
Ray Murphy had also weakened his own case by admitting that his special commit¬ 
tee's report was contrary to already established Legion policy against UNESCO. 

The sub-committee's findings and four page report was delivered to a 
tense, closed meeting of the joint committee on Tuesday afternoon. All other 
Legionnaires, delegates, and the press were excluded. The report consolidated 
the twelve anti-UNESCO resolutions into a new Res. #355 to be placed before the 
convention. The report re-iterated the Legion's firm opposition to UNESCO and 
all of its works. It placed the blame for the deliberate misrepresentation last 
month of the Legion's position on "certain segments of the press and other means of 
communications" which tried to create the impression that the Legion last May had 
adopted the Murphy Committee report. 

The resolving clauses, five in number, reaffirmed three separate Legion 
actions condemning UNESCO -- two by the National Executive Committee and one 
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by the 1954 National Convention. Secondly, "that the American Legion will not 
name a delegate to the U. S. National Commission for UNESCO". The third ’* 
clause urges Congress to repeal all laws setting up the U. S. National Commission 
for UNESCO. The fourth clause asked Congress to make a complete investigation 
of UNESCO to determine whether it had or had not complied with the laws that 
UNESCO "shall not interfere with educational systems or programs within the 
several nations or their administration". 


The final clause was a stinging rebuke to the National Adjutant and others 
who had suppressed and sequestrated a well documented adverse report on UNESCO 
loaded with TNT. It had been prepared by the Counter Subversive Section of the 
National Americanism Commission for the exclusive use of the National Executive 
Committee when that highest policy-making body in the Legion studied the Murphy 
Committee report. This Americanism Commission report runs well over 125 
mimeographed pages and sets forth in detail the front records of no less than 
eighty-two individuals connected in one way or another with the founding or admin¬ 
istration of UNESCO. Twelve were identified in sworn testimony before Congres¬ 
sional committees as Communists. Seven had been connected with Soviet espionage! 
Eighteen had also been connected with the malodorous INSTITUTE of PACIFIC 
RELATIONS and six others were dropped from UNESCO payrolls when they refusedy*j 
to appear before U. S. government loyalty boards. »

After a short debate and some minor corrections the full joint committee 
accepted the sub-committee's report by a vote of fifty-five to five. Thus died all 
hopes of the internationalist-left-liberals that that "Legion would be split wide 
open" and that the largest veterans organization in the world would reverse itself 
and now approve UNESCO. The scene now shifted to the crowded convention floor 
where thousands of restive "bluecaps" (rank and file delegates) were already worked 
up by rumors of suppressed reports and compromises to save a Past National 
Commander's face. The overwhelming majority were in no mood for watered 
down, wishy-washy compromise reports or face-saving devices. 


The pro-UNESCO clique tried one final, desperate maneuver. No one 
knew just when the "hot potato" would reach the convention but an unidentified man 
and woman appeared out of nowhere with a great stack of Christian Science 
Monitors less than thirty minutes before the anti-UNESCO resolution was placed 
before the convention. 


They began handing out copies of the September 8th issue which devoted 
an entire page to a strictly one-sided account of the Legion controversy over the 
Murphy report. They were not asked for credentials but claimed they came from 
First Church of Christ Scientist in Denver. As they had no authorization to dis¬ 
tribute material in the convention entrance hall they were asked to leave. They did 
As the Legion is strictly non-denominational this attempt to influence delegates 
just before a critical vote through the use of the official journal of a religious 
group naturally did not create a favorable impression. Inquiry locally at Dallas 
to the Publications Committee of the Christian Science Church brought out the 
opinion that neither the Mother Church at Boston nor First Church of Denver could 
possibly have officially authorized this questionable activity on the part of two 
unknowns. 

The Joint Committee .report was read in full to an unusually quiet and 
attentive convention of some 3400 delegates. Telling points were loudly applauded. 
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When 4he reading was completed th.ere was no debate. _„^0 proponents sat 
j silent in stunned defeat, realizing full well the utter futility of bring up any floor 
debate. The roar of several thousand "Ayes” could be heard for a block -- the 
' scattered thirty or forty "Nays" represented the total Legion support for UNESCO. 
The newsscribes of the internationalist, left-liberal press looked incredulous. 

Like Hitler they had actually believed their own propaganda that the Legion was 
"badly split" and that the Miami Convention would reverse previous Legion 
opposition to UNESCO. 

Lettish TV commentators that night either Looked sick as they sourly 

1 announced the crushing defeat or else blandly blacked out any and all mention of 
what happened that day at Miami. It just was not "news fit to print". This whole 
UNESCO fiasco points up once again the danger of believing everything in the con¬ 
trolled press or swallowing the biased and distorted "news commentaries" by the 
left-liberals, so-called. There never was the slightest danger of the "Legion 
being split wide open over UNESCO" -- just so much wishful thinking by the one- 
world brain-washers and professional poisoners of public opinion wells.
